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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 8 and 17 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: Applicant has rewritten dependant claims 8 and 17, noted as 
being allowable in the office action dated November 8, 2006, in independent form 
including all the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Piane (U.S. 
5,102,222), Gajda (U.S. 6,165,110), Ullman (U.S. 6,685,600), and Cook (U.S. 
5,018,725) disclose exercisers including an arcuate track and handholds. The prior art 
fails to teach in combination with an arcuate track and handhold means, resistance 
means further comprising a distant pivot assembly connected to a gear assembly, a 
proximal pivot assembly mounted on an arcuate plate and connected to the distant pivot 
assembly and to the handhold means, with the distant pivot assembly and proximal

pivot assembly connected by an elongated extendable arm.
